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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee of Alfred: 
Gentlemen: 


I am pleased to submit for your consideration the 
annual report of the School Department of Alfred. 


The year has been a pleasant and profitable one. 
The usual standard of good scholarship has been main- 
tained, attendance has been satisfactory, and a splendid 
cooperation between parents and teachers has been 
marked. In my opinion the standard maintained by the 
schools of Alfred compares favorably with that of other 
towns of the State. 


There has been but one change in the teaching staff 
during the year. The vacancy in the position of high 
school principal was filled by the election of Mr. Hildon 
M. Brawn of Dexter, Maine. 


The work in manual arts was continued through 
part of the year with very satisfactory results. I con- 
sider this instruction very much worth while and hope 
it will be possible to make new arrangements for its 
continuance. 


During the summer vacation the school basement 
was cemented at a cost of three hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. This work was financed by money received from 
the equalization fund, from money raised by the town 
and a contribution of one hundred dollars raised by op- 
erattas given by the pupils. We now have available 
two rooms in the basement which can be used for rec- 
reation purposes. We are still confronted, however, 
with the problem of heating them. It is not possible, 
at present, to use these rooms during cold weather. 
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The school house is very much in need of painting. 
It would be a matter of economy to attend to this some- 
time in the near future. We are also in need of more 
adequate lighting. The fixtures are by no means of 
an up-to-date type and there are practically no lights 
in the basement. Thought should be given to the mat- 
ter of finishing the new assembly room in the high 
school. The social activities of school life are highly 
important and the school house should be the center of 
such activities.

The last school census shows the number of per- 
sons between the ages of 5 and 21 years as follows: 
Boys—126; Girls—127 ; Total—253. 


The financial statement indicates that we have been 
unable to maintain the schools within the appropriation. 
During the past few years we have had a substantial 
balance which has diminished each year. This balance 
has now been used up and consequently it will be nec- 
essary to increase the appropriation during the coming 
year. We are advised by the State Commissioner of 
Education that during the coming ‘two years there will 
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be a decrease of six percent in the amount of the State 
School Fund. A sufficient amount must therefore be 
raised by the towns throughout the state to offset the 
amount of this deduction. In the case of this town it 
will be approximately one hundred twenty dollars. 


In bringing you this report, may I extend to you, 
to the teachers, and to the citizens of Alfred, my grate- 
ful acknowledgement of the kindness and cooperation 
shown me.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Board of Education 
and Citizens of Alfred: | 


Following is the report of annual work in the high 
school for the academic year 1930-31. 


School opened Sept. 8, 1930 with a total enrollment of 
forty-four pupils, distributed as shown in the following 
table:

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The organization of the curriculum remains similar 
to that of previous years. But one major change has 
been made. A half year course in Solid Geometry 1s 
now offered on alternate years, to supplement the 
mathematics course, and to make it possible for our 
college preparatory students to meet entrance require- 
ments. 


Two courses are offered, the General Cultural and 
the College Preparatory. Due to the lack of a larger 
teaching force—which could make possible a much more 
extensive variety of subjects—they coincide to a great 
extent, the study of Latin being the chief difference. 
Though handicapped by the lack of many things, a prob- 
lem which all small schools have to face, we are trying 
to give the student the best possible training in the 
fundamentals of education, to prepare each and every 
one of them to meet the problems which they must later 
face; in other words to make them better citizens, and 
to enable them to live more contented lives. 


Along this line various attempts have been made to 
fit the pupil for a life more satisfactory to himself and 
his community. 


Though more emphasis has been placed on scholas- 
tic activities—as rightly there should be—than on the 
social and physical side of student life, yet the latter 
have not been neglected, as can be seen from the report 
on extra-curricula activities. These are of great help in 
both the mental and physical broadening out of the pupil. 


The New England College Entrance Board privilege, 
which Alfred High School has enjoyed for the past four 
years, has expired, but application has already been made 
for extension of that privilege over a like period of years, 
and it is hoped that the school may continue to enjoy 
a class A rating. | 
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As regards the needs of the school, one could mention 
a long list of things which would aid greatly in the per- 
fecting of class room procedure. Among the more im- 
portant are the finishing of the new room, which would 
serve as an excellent assembly hall, and the addition of 
a third teacher. The procuring of considerable labor- 
atory equipment for use in our science courses, up-to- 
date material for the library, and a more efficient light- 
ing system make up perhaps our most important need. 


Extra Curricula Activities 


The Senior class has already started work on their 
annual class play, under the able direction of Miss Lane, 
which will take place in the spring. The title is “The 
Picture Girl.” The date of the Junior prize speaking 
has been put over to the spring term, so as not to over 
crowd any pupil’s schedule during the basketball season. 
These events, together with the Freshman Reception, 
a very successful play, “Chintz Cottage” by the Sopho- 
more class, and several parties by the various classes 
rounds out the social side of student activities. 


As in all schools athletics receive much attention 
from our students. Soon after the opening of school a 
short schedule of baseball was played through, in which 
the boys were very successful. In December basketball 
practice commenced, though our regular schedule did 
not open till the beginning of the new year. Both boys 
and girls have turned out in especially large numbers 
for the sport. Their interest has been increased by the 
formation of a league of central York teams, of which 
Alfred High School is a member. Plans are now under 
way for the spring baseball season, which promises to 
be a successful one. It is hoped that a league of the 
smaller schools may be formed in this sport also. Such 
contests are of a definite value to the contestant, if 
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played in the spirit of good sportsmanship. The absence 
of any organized department of physical education also 
adds to their importance in a small school. 


Under the direction of Mrs. Helen M. Dolley the 
pupils of the high school and the seventh and eighth 
grades have organized a music club. This club is a 
junior member of the National Federation of Music Clubs 
and as a member enjoys certain privileges. Regular 
meetings are held, at which programs are presented by 
the members. 3 


In conclusion I wish to thank the Superintendent, 
the School Committee and the Citizens of Alfred for 
their cooperation and loyal support in all departments of © 


school activity.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Board of Fduca- 
tion, Alfred, Me. 


It is difficult to report on the school music develop- 
ment from year to year without repetition. 


This year seems to show greater improvement than 
in any previous year. 


The pupils in grade I and II are doing exception- 
ally good work in memorizing songs and syllables, and 
are able to locate familiar figures, motives and phrases 
by syllable. In addition this year they are learning 
thirds and fourths ‘by note and are able to recognize 
the tonic chord in any key from the staff, 
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The Rhythm Band made several public appearances 
the last of the school year and were enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 


Grade III and IV are applying their previous knowl- 
edge of syllables, tone drills and rhythm to reading new 
music with excellent success. They are able to sing and 
recognize on the staff intervals of thirds, fourths and 
fifths ; also diatonic sequences, chord figures, etc. Time 
problems are solved by various devices. 


Grades V and VI review therory, time and tone 
problems of previous grades and are taking up modula- 
tion to nearby keys, also construction of Major and Min- 
or scales. They also sing with great attention to good 
tones and accuracy of pitch. 


Grades VII and VIII are doing some very interest- 
ing work in Music Appreciation having attractive note 
books with very well written sketches of famous musi- 
cians and composers. ‘Tone work is somewhat handi- 
capped among the boys as many of their voices are now 
in the process of mutation and it is advisable for some 
to avoid singing for a time. But there are a number of 
good voices among both boys and girls who promise ex- 
cellent high school material later on. 


The high school Schubert Music Club give a pro- 
gram once a month which shows careful preparation in- 
troducing brief biographical. and historical sketches of 
famous musicians, vocal and instrumental solos, duets, 
etc., all of which are well rendered. 


There are some unusually good voices in the chorus 
who show much interest and intelligent interpretation 
in their work. They are studying two and three part 
songs and plan to send a representative group to the all- 
state Junior Chorus Convention in Portland to be held 
in May. 
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Last May the grades gave the operetta “Princess 


Chrysanthemum” which proved to be a musical, artistic 


and financial success reflecting the excellent coaching of 


their teachers. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to you, 
and to all the teachers who have made this so successful 


a’ year.
